Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 and 3 in the reply filed on 
8/30/04 is acknowledged. 

2. Claim 3 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected group II, there being no allowable generic or linking claim.

- A rotary member (1); 

- A base (61) on which said rotary member is mounted; and 

- A cover (62) provided on said base covering said rotary member; and 

- A printed circuit board (108) on which said vibration motor is mounted, 

- Wherein said cover has a hole (for bearings 1 40, 1 30 or for brush housing 
120).
